Few States can speak with more conscious sat- 
isfaction of her efforts in behalf of the unfortu- 
nate than Kentucky.

Arrival of the Africa. 

New York, Jan. 23. 

The Africa has arrived, with Liverpool dates 
to the 9tli. 

The news consists merely of the extension of 
the f^ace rumors received by the last arrival. — 
Russia’s answer to the propositious could not pos- 
sibly bo expected before the 10th, but it would 
be delayed some day.s longer. It is anticipated 
that it will contain neither absolute assent nor 
refusal, but will contain counter proposals to be 
settled by renewed conference. 

The feeling in England continues warlike, and 
is again becoming so in France. The Russians 
arc incessant in preparations for the spring cam- 
paign. 

There is nothing importaut from the Crimea. 
Tho docks at Sevasiapol were blown up bv the 
French on the 22d December. 

The affairs in .Asia have no new feature. 

The news from Great Britain is not of much 
importance. 

The grand council of the Allied Generals has 
been opened at Paris. 

The conference in reUtion to the Sound dues 
has been postponed indefinitely. 

Sweden is making active and warlike prepara- 
tions. 

The steamship Baltic, from New York, arrived 
at Liverpool on the morning of the 8th. 

Latest. — Berlin papers speak not unfavorably 
of the dispo-sition of Russia to consider the Al- 
lied proposals. 

.\siA. — The Russian army took up its position 
in Kars, Dec. 3. The troops are being quartered 
town, leaving a small detachment of Cossacks to 
occupy tho fortifications atSohanly Dagh. 

At a village on the road to Erzcroum.the Rus- 
sians had collected large stores of provisions. 

The Russian General is apprehensive of an 
attack upon Kars by Selim Pacha, and has con- 
sequently concentrated all Ills available forces at 
that point. 

-An attack upon Erzeroum by the Ruasiau.s i.s 
not considered practicable at present in conse- 
quence of the exhaustion of the troops and the 
slate of the roads. 

Russia — Advices from Okhotesh state that the 
allied fleet quartered in the Gulf without finding 
cannon buried by the Rus-sians. 

The Grand Council of War, assembled at St. 
Petersburg, is principally engaged with questioas 
relating to the fortification of the atrategetic 
points tbrougliout the Empire. The fortification 
at Kcew will be finished before the close of win- 
ter. 

The railroad from .Moscow to St. Petersburg is 
to be protected by redoubts placed at intervals 
along the line, and each to be occupied by a bat- 
talliou ofSnfantry and militia. 

Persia. — .\ letter from Paris alluding to a re- 
cent report, that the United States bad made a 
treaty witii the Sliali of Per.-ia, giiarautecing ter- 
ritory on the Persian Gulf, s:iys that although such 
has been made, yet it is certain that most friend 
ly advances have been, and it is unfortunate that 
at the moment when both Russia and .America 
are intriguing with the Shah, a suspension of the 
diplomatic relations of Persia witli Englauil should 
have taken place. 

Omar Pasha arrived at Batuom. His army suf 
fered much from waut of provisions before reach- 
ing Kutais, .and, being unable to proceed, deemed 
it most prudent to return. The fall of Kars has 
rendered Omar P.isha very unpopular at Constan- 
tinople. 

Gen. Williams had arrived at Gumri. 

The Council of War at Constantinople is di- 
recting all its eflbn,- to the defense of Encroiim 
and Trebizonde. 

It is again confidently asserted that Austria 
will submit a peace proposition to the German 
diet and call the diet to support them.
